The tiveni£o house of tho common people, 


the ii.shiTH and Iho faruicru, is built of 
blocks of lava Juid in 
turf, or sometimes in 


tbo miitlpf rotted luvo. 
Wliou the wall is 


five or ax feet high, the architect puts up n 
wooden frame to support the roof, with the 
gablo iu front containing n \viudow of four 
panes of glaSa. 
Tho roof is covered wilh 


bark or grass.sonietimeuvrith plank beneath. 
There is no lloor, as a rule. 
Three of the; e 


low, dark, damp, one-roomed huts in a row, 
connected by a long passage between end! 
outer one and the middle, constitute a 
house. 
Occasionally there is another of 


these pens for a kitchen, and a cow-house, 
built with impartial care, besides. 
Thece 


unpromising dwellings nro entered by a 
long, narrow, low passage, smelling usually, 
says Mr. Hnlslead, as if it might he the en- 
trance to a cavern whose occupants would 
bo treasures to a menagerie. In theso 
damp and never ventilated abodes, whore 
only merits nro cheapness, durability and 
warmth, dwell large 
families: 
and tie 


children, the travelers found, if not out-of- 
doors, arc in bed, with unwashed faces and 
'oug tangled hair, tumbling nbout and plav- 
nj{ with their dolls. 
The beds are low ard 


1m «d| and hold several individuals, wto 
sleep "eud for enu," to save room, which is 
precious. 


The kitchen, which our English ancestors 


called in their homely way the heart of the 
house, is not more pleasing than the bed 
room. 
The fuel is pent; the only wood pile 


the Aiiici icans BOW on the island was a brush 
heap. 
This is burned at the end of one of 


the stone pens, in the center- of whosa roof 
is lixed a wooden funnel, which, like the 
opening in the apes of a wigwanj, is expect- 
ed to serve as chimney. Tho peat produces 
a thick ash which covers everything in the 
kitchen. 
About the fireplace "will be found 


a pile of peat, a parcel of stock iish (that is, 
fish dried without salt), and some cheese, 
impressed, sour and white, barley meal and 
rancid butler, nil iu small quantities, as if 
each article was precious. 
None of these 


are comfortable to the American taste or 
stomach. 
Milk is tho only good thing the 


travelers found, it seems. In the guest room 
of one of these houses,—which was elabo- 
rately furnished with a plank floor, and a 
table,—they drank some milk with enjoy- 
ment, aud contemplated the dry fish, the 
grease, barley cakes and a bottle of strong 
liquor.set forth for them, while their host, a 
well-to-do young man, sat on agnyly painted 
chest, and took snuff, which inus't he an ap- 
petizing thing to witness, as it is done by 
throwing the head back, and inverting a 
small, crooked horn, like » powder horn, 
with tho little end in one nostril, and shak- 
ing a supply into the nostril. 
This is a mas- 


culine habit, aud mokes unenticing noses 
and upper lips, though n nation of tobacco 
chewers hns small right to criticise the prac- 
tice. 


Tho people hare hardly menns to live 


better than this. Scant are their resources 
for subsistence. Few acres of useful land 
exist amid tho volcanic desolation, and few 
are the crops that they hear. 
Tho pastures 


and meadows support cattle, horses and 
sheep, who subsist on grass only, for no 
grain grows on the 
island. There are 


gardens iu which potatoes.lurnips and other 
hardy vegetables ore raised, and so preeiotia 
is good land that the governor's front vard 
in Uejkiavik is occupied by there. "The 
fisheries, oidor-dowu gathering and bird- 
hunting furnish the only commerce, and in 
tho capital, where this is a source of income, 
there are better houses than those above 
described. 
Mr. Hnlstead credits some of 


them with neatness, even elegance. 
Lime 


cannot be burned on the island, for lack of 
fuel, even if there were limestone, which 
Mr. Iln'stcnd is not certain of; and it would 
hardly be safe to attempt its transportation 
around the stormy coasts. 
Therefore tho 


good houses are 'built of lumber brought 
from Norway, and covered with lor, which is 
abundant, so that they aro uniformed in 
mourning. 
Tho governor's house, in honor 


of the king's visit, was painted white. 
These houses ore uniformly built with a ais- 
foot square entry, from which open doors 
into tho various rooms: they aro usually 
slate-roofed. 


The churches arc of wood, tarred, and 


baar knobby bind; steeples 10 or 20 feet high. 
Within, an altar, opposite tho door, is 
a-Jorural with candles aud pictures of tho suf- 
ferings of Christ, aud on one side is the pul- 
pit : the pews :n-e numbc-red boxes. 
The 


traveler, as all tourists have told us, lincis 
the church always open for his shelter.' The 
Icelanders f.r? Lutherans, and have neither 
Catholic nor Calviuistic scruples. They hold 
public balls on Sunday, and put their danc- 
ing and praying close together ; and do not 
sec that tho church can bo less holy and 
venerable because it is used as a tavern when 
' 


not occupied for religious exercises. 
Tho 


best building on the island is the jail, which 
must have been built in deference to Danish 
prejudices, for it has never held n prisoner, 
aud it would not hold ono who wanted to 
get out, unless ho were chained. 


AVe quote one or two paragraphs hero 


from Mr. llalstead :— 


As a rule, the exterior of tho Icelander is 


harsh and hard. 
His footsteps (though ho 


docs not seem to be aware of it) are like 
Robert Dale Owen's—on the boundaries of 
two worlds. 
His ancestors have fought, and 


ho must fight, both frost and fire. 
Envi- 


roned by hardships, equally oppressed and 
neglected by careless, thoughtless, and des- 
potic government, forbidden to govern him- 
self, and engaged in o lifelong struggle to 
gain a scanty subsistence from o barren land 
aud a boisterous sea, it would not bo sur- 
prising if ho should bo found, in tho slow 
march of monotonous centuries, to hove de- 
generated, to have lost energy, to have had 
the ''go'' taken out of him, and to have he- 
come disposed to dreamy indifference and 
fixed in habits of procrastination and dilato- 
riness. 
They are accused of all this, and 


there is a degree of truth in it,but tho whole 
accusation is not unqualified truth. Iceland- 
ers seem habitually to cultivate tho conceal- 
ment of their thoughts, and especially of 
their fceliugn. One would infer that they es- 
timate reticence an a cardinal virtue, or, at 
least, OH showing the presence of o very dc- 
sirahlo reserved force. They are, however, 
really warm hearted and impulsive. 
They 


go about before strange™ masked in an af- 
fectation of impaHsivoness. 
I do not know 


whether to think this affectation is jurist 
largely tho product of tho conceit of self- 
laudation, or of modesty that hesitates at 
comparisons with the strangers who are nec- 
essarily unknown quantities.
